Inflation has been elected as the dirty word 
of the y ear. But there is another side of infla­ 
tion that is rarely mentioned — an admirable 
side. 
No one thinks of the admirable side when a 
price rise wipes out buy ing power that cannot 
be changed. But over the long pull, buy ing 
power in the United States has more than kept 
pace with prices. 
Take the price of an automobile, for ex ample 
—like that fondly -remembered car which may 
have cost less than $1,000 in 19 39 . It took 123 
day s to earn the money to buy it. Today ’s far 
more desirable beauty with its ey e-popping de­ 
livered price that includes ex tras which had not 
been invented in 19 39 can be bought with 112 
day s’ work at hourly rates for a 40 hour week. 
, A refrigerator can be bought for half as many 
day s’ work. Even a haircut, which many men 
regard as a lux ury , can be paid tor with a few 
less minutes’ work than was req uired in 19 39 . 
Although these relationships are not true for 
every body , because not every body is paid an 
hourly rate, they are useful as index es of what 
might be called proportionate inflation; i.e., in­ 
flation in which buy ing power rises more rapid­ 
ly than prices. 
It is disproportionate inflation that is to (be 
feared — the kind in which prices rise so fast 
that buy ing power is wiped out. The United 
States is not having that kind of inflation.

A Job Of Assu ran ce 
If Ohioans are destined to see the last of 
their famous sales tax stamps, which seems j 
probable, the coming of the end should be pre­ 
pared for in Columbus with a jot of reassurance 
here and there. 
One jot is needed on the m atter of enforcing 
the sales tax law; that was the sole purpose 
of the stamps, which were receipts with which 
the tax pay ing public helped the state to enforce 
collection of the tax . 
The receipts had been paid for in advance by 
m erchants. The only way they could knock 
down on the tax was to fail to give out re­ 
ceipts. If the purchaser demanded his receipt, 
the law was fool-proof. 
The only way the state could check on this 
was by spot accounting, to determine whethei 
or not a business was showing a proper rela­ 
tionship between sales and sales tax revenue.

For good and sufficient reasons, there now is 
lively interest in the problem of security from 
fire disasters in nursing homes. If a couple 
more of them become scenes of tragedy and 
disaster, legislators will be as busy thinking 
up ideas as they became a few y ears ago when 
children were being trapped inside castoff re­ 
frigerators whose doors had not been removed. 
It is not surprising that one standard reaction 
already has occurred. This is the one in which 
a congressman thinks the way to cure every ­ 
thing from ingrown toenails to outside plumbing 
is to appropriate more federal money . 
The congressman this time is Sen. Lister Hill 
of Alabama, wTio thinks the way to keep the 
aged and the infirm from being ex posed to the 
hazards of fire in nursing homes set up in flam­ 
mable buildings is to ‘invest” more U.S. funds 
in fireproof nursing homes. Oh y es. the federal 
government already is authorized to spend mon­ 
ey for fireproof nursing homes.

Many readers ask for informa 
tion about stomach ulcers. They 
want to know wrhat an ulcer is, 
what 
are 
the 
different 
kinds, 
what forms of treatm ent are used, 
how soon the ulcer will heal, and 
many other things. 
There are two principal kinds of 
peptic ulcer, both often called ul­ 
cer of the stomach. In one, the ul­ 
cer is located in the stomach it­ 
self (gastric ulcer) and in the oth­ 
er, just below the outlet of the 
stomach in the first portion of the 
intestines (duodenal ulcer).* 
The sy mptoms of these two kinds 
of ulcers may be similar or there 
may be differences. But it is not 
safe to 
assume that the same 
sy mptoms in two different persons 
mean an ulcer in the same loca­ 
tion. because the sy mptoms often 
vary from person to person. 
The pain of an ulcer in the sto­ 
mach proper (gastric ulcer) usu­ 
ally comes on soon after meals 
and is associated with some ten­ 
derness just below the breastbone. 
It may disappear for day s at a 
time. Other digestive disturbances 
or sensations are common. Vomit­ 
ing several hours after eating is 
one. 
The pain, when present, may be 
burning or gnawing in nature and 
may come 
and go 
for 
several 
hours. Bleeding is also freq uent 
and often makes the bowel waste 
look tarry . 
In duodenal ulcer, the discom­ 
fort or pain is more likely to 
come two or three hours after a 
meal rather than immediately aft­ 
erwards. Vomiting is not as com­ 
mon as in an ulcer located in the 
stomach itself. 
It must be emphasized that the 
phy sician 
cannot 
tell 
from the 
sy mptoms alone where the ulcer is 
located. 
The ex act diagnosis of the loca­ 
tion of the ulcer depends on the 
results of careful history taking, 
X-ray s, ex amination of the stom­ 
ach contents, and sometimes look­

Guarding Your Health

Sleeplessness or Insomnia 


An interesting and revealing ap­ 
proach to the subject ot sleepless­ 
ness or insomnia, was recently pre­ 
sented by a Boston physician in 
one ot our leading medical jour­ 
nals. 
Insomnia, he said, is one of 
the commonest symptoms encoun- 
{ tered by the physician. In the Unit­ 
ed States alone more than one hun­ 
dred million dollars is spent each 
year on sleep-inducing drug s. 
There are many factors which 
may interfere with sleep. Among 
them are physical causes either in­ 
side or 
outside 
the 
particular 
person. 
These include noises, bri g h t 
lig hts, inability to stretch out, un­ 
accustomed surrounding s, new bed 
or pillow, 
and excessive heat or 
cold. 
Hung er, thirst, fever, pain, itch­ 
ing , indig estion or other physical 
discomfort may 
also 
d is t u r b 
sleep. 
Alcohol, coffee, tea aand certain 
medicines may result in insomnia 
in some people, thoug h not in all. 
Excessive fatig ue, such as a long 
automobile drive, may result in 
what is spoke of being “ too tired 
to sleep ” 
Most severe and long -lasting in­ 
somnia, however, is the result of 
the patient's inability to relax from 
the cares of the preceding day. 
The excitement of card g ames, 
television prog rams and the like, 
may persist and prevent proper 
relaxation into sleep. Excitement 
or anxiety about past events or 
future ones often lead to insomnia. 
Ang er, particularly if partly re 
pressed, 
is a potent enemy of 
sleep. Such feeling s as shame, g uilt 
or remorse, fear of illness or fin­ 
ancial disaster, and unsatisfied de­ 
sires are other emotions leading 
1c tenseness and hence to insom­ 
nia. 
Often such causes can be recog ­ 
nized and corrected or avoid e d 
in the future. However, it is fre­ 
quent for victims of insomnia to 
be quite unconscious of the ten­ 
sions which lead to their wakeful­ 
ness. 
Hence the first g oal in the treat­ 
ment of insomnia should be to find 
and eliminate the cause. 
The second g oal, the physician 
said, is to counteract the cause. 
In temporary problems of insom­ 
nia of obvious cause, the sleep- 
producing 
drug s 
are 
extremely 
useful. However, in insomnia of a 
: chronic 
and 
severe 
nature the 
cause of which is unrecog nized, 
these sedatives are usually undes­ 
ira b le. Their effects are likely to 
* be partial and only temporary and 
most of them can lead to habit for­ 
mation. 
I should like to close with a quo- 
t tauon from Dr. Solomon’s article. 
“ Throug h the ag es mankind has 
devised countless methods for woo­ 
ing elusive sleep. Mag ic rites and 
incantations have vied with philters 
and 
potions, 
charmed 
amulets 
with lullabies, and secret walks 
with perfumed tepid baths. 


“ In modern times one finds con­ 
forming mattresses, a variety of 
‘relaxing ’ 
appliances, 
sooth i n g 
swaying -bed contrivances and spe­ 
cial radio and television bedtime 
prog rams. But many still pace the 
floor, smoke endless cig arets and 
count myriad 
flocks of oblig ing 1 
sheep. The pursuit of fug itive sleep 
for the sufferer from insomnia re­ 
mains a hig hly individualized and 
often baffling enterprise.’’
